Chairs Remarks 


The Chair reported to Council that CREPUQ has acceptant the 
accreditation of the Faculty’s two graduate software programs. There is 
also a new certificate of accreditation that will be prominently displayed 
for students, Faculty, and the public to see. 


Presentation by Acting President and Interim Provost and Vice- 


President, Research and Graduate Studies 


The Council welcomed Acting President Michael Di Grappa and Interim 
Provost and Vice-President, Research and Graduate Studies, Louise 
Dandurand. 


The Acting President thanked Council for the opportunity to speak and 
indicated that it was important to speak to all faculty councils regarding 
the situation that the university finds itself in with the two top senior 
positions vacant. The Acting President reiterated that Concordia has a 
tremendous management team in place, and that the University will 
continue to strive and excel during these times. The Acting President also 
outlined the progress that Concordia has undergone in meeting its strategic 
initiatives; and he also commented and invited questions regarding the 
search process for the various vacant senior administration positions. 


Council members addressed questions to Interim Provost and Vice- 
President, Research and Graduate Studies, Dandurand regarding budgetary 
cuts to the SRT program. The unanimous sentiment was that ENCS does 
not support any budgetary cuts to the SRT programs. Furthermore, many 
Council members also indicated that they would be unable to fund their 
research graduate students if the SRT program is cut, and that this would 
jeopardize their career development at Concordia. The Interim Provost 
maintained that there has been a redistribution of budget; however, with 
that redistribution will come new ways of injecting funds. She further 
outlined that the graduate support envelope has been increased by a factor 
of three and that the University is looking at new ways to redistribute 
funding. 


Dr. W.E. Lynch asked if Council could be informed of the exact amount 
of the budgetary redistribution and the Interim Provost indicated that 
$350,000 was cut from the ENCS budget. ENCS Council members 
expressed further concerns that they would not support any cut in the SRT 
and that there is anxiety that the SRT will be diminished since it has 
supported them in building their careers. Dr. Dandurand indicated that she 
would be happy to speak with Council at another time to more specifically 
address these issues. 


There was also concern expressed regarding the low ranking that 
Concordia has received in the Maclean’s Survey. The Acting President 
indicated that Concordia views the methodology used by Maclean’s to be 
flawed and that Concordia stands with many other universities in not 
supporting the Maclean’s ranking. It was also suggested that any 
professors wanting more information regarding the reasons that the 
Maclean’s survey does not adequately reflect the true state of Concordia 
should address questions to Mr. Bradley Tucker from the Institutional 


Planning Office.
